The jurist commented to newspapermen in his chambers 
in the face of disclaimers from officials of some of the colleges 
he named as over-emphasizing commercialism or winking at 


athletics’ scholastic abilities. 


“The condition exists,” Streit said, “and denials, reports 


and surveys will serve no purpose unless the college administra- 
tions change their present methods.”

CBC Financing | 
Plan Approved 


Bill Granting National Network $6,250,000 
In Each Of Next 5 Years Gets 2nd Reading 


OTTAWA, Nov. 21. (CP 


)—A new plan for financing 


operations of the publicly-owned CBC was approved in 
principle Tuesday by the Commons, 


Members gave second reading 
to a bill authorizing a grant of 
$6,250,000 in each of the next five 


/ years to the financlally-harrassed 


CBC. .The measure, providing 
also for several amendments to 
the Canadian Broadcasting Act, 
was referred to the radio com 
mittee of the Commoné for de 
tailed study. 


Revenue Minister McCann, who 
reports to parliament for the 
CBC, sald the statutqry grants 
along with revenues from license 
fees and commercial programs 
will provide the corporation with 
about $14,000,000 annually, or ap 
proximately $1 per capita of 
population 

That, he said, was the amount 
the Massey Commission on arts 
and sciences recommended the 
CBC have to conduct operations 

Although there was criticism 
of the financing plan at earlier 
stages — notably by Progressive 
Conservatives—the bill was given 
the second reading without a dis 
senting voice.
